BILL OF FAIL

T he 134 members of the Minne¬ 
sota House of Representatives 
authored a collective 4,032 bills 
these last two years. You haven’t 
heard of most of them. And that’s a good 
thing for them: Frankly, there are more 
bad ideas out there than good. 

We herein submit for your consideration 
the five worst, weirdest, and least necessary 
bills produced by the Minnesota House 
during its 2015-16 term. Keep these in mind 
the next time someone refers to the Capitol 
as “The People’s House.” If people in your 
house were tossing out ideas like this, you’d 
throw them out the People’s Window. 

H.F. 59, the Start Seeing Motorcyclists 
as Victims! bill: This bill from Rep. Steve 
Drazkowski, R-Mazeppa, would bring about 
public safety policies to address police 
and State Patrol harassment in the form 
of “motorcycle profiling.” There’s just this 
one problem. No one has ever proved that 


motorcycle profiling exists. While we’re 
stopping fantasy discrimination, let’s also 
prohibit profiling Minnesotans who look like 
they might someday try on but ultimately 
decide not to buy a large brown hat. 

H.F. 86, the 14-Over-Par and 12-Beers-

Phyllis Kahn, DFL- 
Minneapolis, would let Minnesotans under 
21 drink alcohol if they were in the presence 
of a “parent, guardian or spouse.” Sounds 
good until that last word, “spouse.” Just

H.F. 878, the Timeshare in Heaven bill:

LUXURY APARTMENTS 
ARE SWARMING 
AROUND THE U. 
BUT STUDENTS CAN’T 
BUY SERENITY.

T he sun shines hotly above the Marshall on a 
May afternoon, casting angular shadows over 
the apartment complex. Rays bounce off the 
building’s panels, transforming maroon and 
gold into sickly hues of salmon and yellow. 
On the ground floor, the TargetExpress’ 
doors slide open where Marshall-University High School 
welcomed students from 1924-1982. Those spilling out aren’t 
much older than the kids who once roamed these halls. They 
abide by a strict dress code: flip-flops, shorts, earbuds, and 
CamelBak water bottles snug in the pocket of North Face 
backpacks. 

A few turn the corner to the apartment building’s main 
entrance. Inside, the lobby’s empty couches offer an array 
of squares that complete the Marshall’s modernist cereal 
box aesthetic. 

The luxury apartments around the University of Minnesota 
tend to have variations of this look: colored panels, loft ceilings, 


modernist furniture. Whether it’s the Bridges’ “Instagram- 
mable views,” the Marshall’s “all-inclusive living,” or FloCo’s 
“amenities list that’s longer than a rock star’s tour rider,” their 
ambition is the same: convenient luxury a considerable leap 
up from college life’s tradition of casual squalor. 

On campuses across the country, they’re the only thing 
rising faster than tuition. Along with the Marshall, a company 
called EdR manages student properties in New York, Florida, 
California, and other states, and trades on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Asset Campus Housing of Texas controls 
Stadium Village Flats, Minnesota’s portion of the company’s 
113,500 student-filled beds. Trinitas is almost doubling the 
beds near the University of Nebraska. 

Rent can climb as high as $1,155 a month per bedroom. To 
compensate, EdR dazzles students with amenities ranging 
from state-of-the-art tanning booths to free cappuccinos. It’s 
as if dorm life married Midtown Manhattan and decided to 
have lots and lots of babies.

GRANITE COUNTERTOPS 
AND BURRITO JOINTS 


I t’s “Resident Appreciation Week” at 
the Marshall. The scent of grease from 
the morning’s complimentary Chik-Fil-A 
breakfast lingers at the front desk. 

'Welcome to the Marshall,” leasing agent 
Amanda Korts says with a smile, a line 
she will repeat as if there’s some sort of 
welcoming quota she’s required to reach 
before revealing the building’s amenities. 

Rihanna and Drake’s “Work” echoes 
through the first floor as Korts bounces 
between the Marshall’s offerings — a vol¬ 
leyball court, computer lab, pool, gym, yoga 
room, and tanning booths. 

Korts has resided in the Marshall since it 
opened in 2014, arriving after a lackluster 
year living in Como where the distance from 
school proved too much for her studies. 

“I couldn’t be that far away from class. I 
was really unmotivated,” she says. “Once 
it started to snow and the 3 was running 
late, it was like, T’m late to class. I’ll just 
skip them all. I’ll catch up.’ I just never 
caught up.” 

The Marshall appealed because it’s so 
close to campus. The massive, 994-bedroom 
behemoth sits on the corner of Fifth Street 
and 14th Avenue Southeast. It’s a three- 
block walk from the East Bank and only a 
drunken stumble away from Dinkytown’s 
burrito joints. 

With the Marshall’s free printing, study 
rooms, and proximity to campus, it had 
everything Korts needed to care for herself 
and focus on her studies. 

But the bottom rent, $695 a month to 


share abedroom in a 500-square-foot, frilly 
furnished living space, was beyond her price 
range. So she hired on as a “community 
assistant,” receiving a discount to work 
in the office, guide tours, inspect apart¬ 
ments, and convince prospective renters 
to sign a lease. 

On the fourth floor, Korts heads down 
a maze-like hallway, pausing as we pass 
a patch of drywall mud on the otherwise 
purple wall. The byproduct of rowdy col¬ 
lege kids, she says. Though the Marshall 
tries to create a casual if studious vibe for 
its residents, it’s not uncommon for parties 
to go through the roof... and walls. 

“There have been days where you’ll come 


back from the weekend, and people have 
punched holes in the walls and stuff like 
that,” Korts says. “I don’t want to say there’s 
a sense of entitlement, but there almost is.” 

She leads the way inside a one-bedroom, 
one-bathroom model. It’s decked out with 
granite countertops, GE stainless steel appli¬ 
ances, and wood floors that lead to the 
bedroom, where a full-size TempurPedic 
mattress and desk-and-chair combo hint 
at the unit’s $l,155-per-month price tag. 


These features are in every unit in the 
Marshall. You can lease an 825-square- 
foot two-bedroom for $880 per person 
per month. If you’re willing to share a 
bedroom, four-person occupancy starts 
at $595 monthly for 750 square feet. A two- 
floor townhouse, with four bedrooms and 
adjoining private bathrooms, rings in at 
$790 per person per month. 

'You’ve shared enough,” Korts says. 'You 
get to a point in your life where you’re ready 
for your own bathroom.” 

Certainly the folks at EdR think so. Chris 
Allen of corporate HQ in Memphis says 
the goal is to build communities, while 
still offering private luxury. 


“It’s not our intent to build a community 
to flip it for a quick dollar. We want things 
to keep in our portfolio that make sense 
for us as a company, and are assets to the 
community, rather than being simply a 
source of profit.” 

Part of that comes from working with 
universities and hiring students and alumni. 

“Anything that we’re putting into our 
housing product is something that makes 
sense with the university’s goal of driving 


student success,” Allen says. 

Setting aside the factory-like connota¬ 
tions of this “product,” the Marshall’s fit¬ 
ness centers, free printing, and computer 
lab encourage residents to study and stay 
active. But they can’t keep out the party. 

PARTY TILL 7 A.M. 

K orts isn’t the only Marshall resident 
who’s tired of the partying. Noisy floor- 
mates fall somewhere in the middle of the 
list of Ashna Patel’s complaints. 

After a disappointing freshman year at 
the University of Minnesota-Duluth, Patel 
transferred to the Minneapolis campus 
in 2014. 

“I picked this building because it looks 
nice,” she says. “My dad and I went to check 
it out, and we just kinda signed the lease. 
But it hasn’t worked out very well.” 

Cracks in the thin walls started appear¬ 
ing in the first week the building opened. 

Her neighbors above, a group of Gopher 
football players, threw parties almost every 
night. After one bailer bro found a 30-foot- 
longbeer bong, the lettermen had the genius 
idea to snake the hose down to the courtyard 
from their balcony, pouring liquor down 
the throats of partiers passing by. 

The affairs would often last until 6 a.m., 
providing a jarring contrast to the woman 
pictured on the Marshall’s website, study¬ 
ing quietly and modelling the building’s 
“student-focused environment.” 

“I understand if you lived in your own 
house, it would make more sense to party 
like that,” Patel says. “But I feel like, in 
an apartment complex where people are 
focused and trying to study and achieve 
stuff, this shouldn’t be an issue.” 

Others she met proved no more ami¬ 
able. She opted for a random roommate 
assignment, thinking the Marshall’s indi¬ 
vidual leasing practice would prevent any 
disagreements over who owed what in 
rent. But an apartment manager was at 
her door two to three times a week to deal 
with her problem roommates. 

“[My roommates] didn’t pay rent or utili¬ 
ties, and the Marshall did nothing about 
it. I feel like, if I’m signing an individual 
lease, I shouldn’t be in charge of handling 
my roommates’ utility bills,” Patel says. 

Her frustration peaked one night before 
an 8 a.m. final exam, when a partying room¬ 
mate kept her awake until 7 a.m. 

“It was a school night, so you’d think the 
Marshall or security would do something 
about it. They did nothing.” 

But with upward of a thousand students 
living less than three blocks away from a 
Big 10 campus, partying is inevitable. No 
one will ever stop this staple of the great 
American undergraduate experience. 

For the truly studious, not even the onsite 
pool or gym offer respite. Patel, a psychol- 
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ogy and pre-med major, says her credit load 
precludes time in the tanning booths. “I 
don’t have time to use many amenities,” 
she says flatly 

WHO’S PICKING UP THE TAB? 

I t is the bank accounts of Mom and Dad 
that have made places like the Mar¬ 
shall possible. Patel’s current roommate, 
Elias Ghribi, says his parents are covering 
his $790 a month room in a four-person 
townhouse, which includes a deck, in-unit 
laundry, and faux-leather sofa. 

“Parents who can afford it, and parents 
who aren’t willing to say 'no,”’ says Ghribi. 
“That’s a trend that you’ll see here.” He 
admits his parents didn’t say no either. 

Ghribi scrambled to find housing for his 
sophomore year. After gettingused to the 
compact, energetic flow of dorm life, he 
found the Marshall to be an upgrade. He 
has his own room, bathroom, and laundry, 
three features absent from the dorms. 

“If you look at the demographic of who 
lives here, it’s mostly white, upper-middle 
class kids,” Ghribi says. “It seems to be just 
the luxury of living in a place like this. It’s 
not clean inside, but it looks super nice.” 

But the luxury began to fade for Ghribi 
once he realized why people like the foot¬ 
ball bros move into the Marshall: to party. 
“Luxury apartments are definitely results 


of economic privilege, pampering, and the 
weird obsession with the party culture in 
Dinkytown,” Ghribi says. “It’s like a play¬ 
ground.” 

And it’s open 24/7, with virtually no 
rules. Ghribi says that after his roommates 
got caught smoking in their apartment on 
the first day of their lease, the building’s 


management “gave us advice on how to 
not get caught.” 

But having no rules can’t justify the price. 
“I have no incentive to live here,” Ghribi 
says. “There’s no reason I should live this 
well. My parents aren’t super rich, and it’s 
a draining amount of money.” 

INTERNATIONAL NIGHTMARES 

ahu Student Living apartments stand 
on the other side of campus in Sta¬ 


dium Village, offering the same luxury in 
a different package. Copies of the Wall 
Street Journal rest on a lobby coffee table. 
The Food Network mutely displays Asian 
dishes. “Safe and Sound” by Capital Cities 
plays as Luke Liu, a student from China, 
sits in a statuesque modernist chair, wait¬ 
ing for a neighbor. 


He’s lived in Wahu since September. 
He didn’t come for the sweeping views of 
Minneapolis, the free Chipotle parties, or 
the Wall Street Journal. He’s here because 
he doesn’t have a car. 

“I believe this place is good for interna¬ 
tional students. Since we don’t have cars, we 
don’t have away to buy furniture,” Liu says. 

There are nearly 7,000 international 
students at the U, and furnished apartments 
are a tempting option for kids from abroad. 
But they also come with luxury rowdiness. 


Kiburn Kim, from Korea, pays $850 a 
month for his two-bedroom in Wahu, where 
he shares a room in a setup similar to a 
quad-style dorm room. High rent doesn’t 
make the walls thicker. 

“I can hear what they’re talking about 
next door,” Kim says. “It feels like I’m living 
with another person.” He moved out of 
another place in Wahu because his room¬ 
mates couldn’t keep their partying from 
stretching into business hours. 

Kim’s convinced the building’s angular 
design is actually a veil to cram one more 
bed inside a complex that harbors 850 
students. 

But that’s not what’s stressing him out 
at the moment. He’s worried about find¬ 
ing a place to live for two weeks in August 
when the Wahu boots him out for sum¬ 
mer cleaning. 

When Kim thought he was signing a 
12-month lease to live in Wahu last year, he 
was actually agreeingto pay 12 installments 
of rent between September 1 and August 
14. That’s the fine print that’s just a part of 
the student housing business, says Alicia 
Meyer, a leasing agent at Wahu. 

Though that two-week summer clean¬ 
ing period inevitably disappoints some of 
Wahu’s international students, Meyer says 
the Wahu is different from “conventional 
housing.... In this part of the city, this is 
how the business is.”

Kim intended to sign a 12-month lease 
to avoid the cost of flying home over the 
summer. Paying a full month’s rent for two 
weeks of August living leaves him feeling 
less than luxurious. 

“We don’t have family to move in with 
after our contract ends,” Kim says. “I’ve 
got to pay more money to find another 
place to live.” 

FL0C0 FLOW 

I nside their two-bedroom apartment, 
Luke Walaszek and Alex Hotz admit 
that people seem leery when told they 
live in FloCo Fusion. 

“There’s this weird stigma around these 
places,” Walaszek says. But FloCo is differ¬ 
ent, he insists. “They were less interested 
in gold-plated jacuzzis.” 

Though the amenities are a plus, he 
rolls his eyes when building managers 
send email updates on the status of the 
tanning bed’s repairs. 

“A lot of this stuff feels like it’s there for 
image,” Walaszek says. “I don’t think of 
FloCo as a community. These guys just 
know what they’re doing, and when there’s 
a problem, it’s solved.” 

FloCo’s service is prompt and reliable, 
one of the reasons Walaszek and Hotz feel 
comfortable paying $525 a month each to 
share a bedroom. 

“I know we could get a house in Como 
or Marcy Holmes for a lot cheaper than 
that, [but] as far as luxury apartments go, 
that’s fairly good. Especially considering 
that we’re right next to campus.” 

Plus, the staff treats them with respect, a 
small gesture that goes a long way for Hotz. 
“I’ve heard horror stories about landlords,” 
he said. “Knowing what you’re getting 
into is a good thing.” 

His twin brother, Nick, found his own 
apartment two floors down. 

The Hotz family has three children 
attending the University of Minnesota, 
including a daughter who lives in Pioneer 
Hall, the oldest residence hall. For Alex’s

dad, Pete, on-campus housing just can’t 
compare with the luxury units. 

“Two of my kids have lived in Pioneer, 
and quite frankly, the place needs to be 
torn down,” Pete Hotz says. “That place 
is old and it’s a dump.” 

He let his children figure out their own 
housing situations, a decision that’s served 
his family well. 

“When I go to FloCo, I think it’s a nice 
place — I don’t have a problem with it, 
as long as they have an easy way to get to 
school and a safe walk,” Pete Hotz says. In 
fact, he’d rather let his sons live anywhere 
except in the dorms, where the U stuffed 
Alex as the fourth person in a dorm room 
meant for three. 

“When we dropped our son off that first 
year, the first time away from home... we 
were disappointed to have to leave him 
in a situation like that,” Pete Hotz says. 

Especially when a complex nearby boasts 
more amenities “than a rock star’s tour 
rider.” 

Still, Walaszek understands others’ 
skepticism of luxury apartments. 

“The weird thing is, from the inside, 
I feel the same the way,” Walaszek says. 
“Even being inside of it, there’s an ele¬ 
ment of that in my mind as well. Are these 
guys super out of touch? What’s going on 
when they’re offering these eye-rolling 
amenities?” 

Though they live in different buildings, 
Walaszek’s eyeroll is the same as Ghribi’s. 
The building’s amenities-heavy adver¬ 
tising lured him in, but the allure of his 
sleek apartment quickly faded as the bills 
mounted. At 19, Ghribi finds a sound les¬ 
son learned. 

“It’s been a learning experience. I didn’t 
know anything about apartment living and 
rent,” he says. “I got sucked in here, but 
it’s my fault because I didn’t question that 
grandiose idea of being fancy.” G3

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WHAT’S IN A NAME? 

Taco Cat knows the taco delivery business backward and forward

H ere’s how it begins: A couple 
of Jimmy John’s delivery guys 
wonder why nobody is deliver¬ 
ing tacos. 

“We’re not that smart, so we figured 
there must be some fatal flaw to taco 
delivery,” says Tristan Jimerson. “Surely 
people have tried it before and found 
that it couldn’t work.” 

But Jimerson and his partner Dan 
Laeger-Hagermeister don’t leave it at 
aimless musings. They are lucky enough 
to have friends willing to party with them, 
make tacos, and answer the occasional 
call for tacos to be delivered by bike. So 
they do just that. Easy enough. 

Then word catches on. They get 
mentioned on the Current. They panic. 
“We were like, we gotta shut this thing 


down or we’re gonna get in big trouble!” 
says Jimerson. 

But instead of shutting it down, they 
head in the other direction. They go legit. 
They think of a name. 

“The first thing that came to us was 
Taco Cat, and we were like, we can do 
better than that,” Jimerson recalls. “But 
then we thought about it for another hour 
and thought, no, we can’t do any better. 
It’s a palindrome. Taco Cat it is.” 

They rent a communal kitchen in the 
Midtown Global Market but still keep 
their day jobs, even though they hate 
them. Such was their wariness about 
this dream of delivery tacos. Could it 
really work? 

It could. The calls keep coming, and in 
December a space opens in the market. 
They beat out dozens of other hopefuls 
and open a stall. The rest is taco history. 


And no, they haven’t forgotten their 
roots. They still deliver by bike, seven 
days a week, 11 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Not only has Taco Cat been a boon 
for the market, which lost the most 
excellent Sonora Grill last year (it’s 
now a freestanding restaurant on East 
Lake Street), but also for breweries and 
distilleries that don’t have kitchens. Places 
like LynLake Brewery, Eastlake Brewery, 
and Tattersall rely on their tacos for all- 
important customer eats. 

So successful is Taco Cat these days, 
they’ve hired a full-fledged chef, Jordan 
Shively, formerly of Bryant-Lake Bowl. 
While Jimerson and Laeger-Hagermeister 
were a couple of dudes with a serious 
yen for tacos, they recognized their own 
limitations. Taco Cat is no longer just 
food for drunk people; it’s a bona fide 
destination.

They’re doing the right thing in their 
new digs by keeping the menu tight and 
focused, rather than meandering beyond 
their comfort zone. As a result, the product 
shines. 

The menu is divided between “street 
style” tacos and “specialty” tacos. If you’re 
a purist, you’ll be satisfied with straight-up 
steak, braised pork, chipotle chicken, 
or veggies tucked into corn tortillas the 
way the gods of taco intended. These 
come garnished simply with cilantro, 
onion, and their most excellent salsas, 
available in a righteous smoky chipotle 
or verde.

of three, they’re priced in line with the 
taco market. 

But we’d highly recommend you turn 
your attention to the specialty side, where 
a little extra attention goes a long way. 

Pickled radish and mint chimichurri 
on Black Angus steak is aptly dubbed the 
Ruckus, with the addictive citrus-herb 
qualities of chimichurri making all sorts 
of love to the beef and a top note of pickle 
from the radish. 

Or try the Outlaw, with kimchee, which 
makes everything better, plus pickled 
jalapeno apple slaw 
for sweetness and 
spice, and the added 
richness of crema. 

It’s a loop-de- 
loop in the mouth, 
covering every base 
beautifully. 

We’d recommend 
the Larry to anyone 
with a man-sized appetite who craves 
abundance. Chicken, chorizo, cheese, 
and crema make for a protein bomb, and 
cilantro and onion provide astringent 
grace. 

All of these wonders can be folded 
into aburrito for $8.99 or $9.99, which 
might seem a little steep until you heft 
the full weight of it. It’s packed with 
heavily seasoned Spanish-style rice, 
creamy refried beans, cheese, corn pico, 
more crema, and your choice of meats 
or veggies. 

Speaking of veggies: Taco Cat goes out 
of its way to accommodate those who 
eschew meat, as well as full-on vegans. 
The veggie taco is no afterthought, but a 
compendium of freshness including lots of 
nicely shredded radish, pico, corn, beans, 
and strips of fried tortilla for crunch. 

A piquant refried bean dip is available 
as a side with chips, the guacamole is top- 


notch, nachos can be made vegetarian or 
vegan, and inventive weekly specials are 
always designed with the meat-free in 
mind. Case in point: a recent lentil and 
scallion dhal with apricot ginger mostarda, 
crema, goat cheese, and hibiscus-pickled 
onion. 

If all of this sounds a little designer 
or gourmand, please know that it isn’t. 
It’s precisely the opposite of that. This 
is a little taco stand that could. Jimeson 
and Laeger-Hagermeister remain overtly 
humble about this whole crazy endeavor. 

They readily 
admit they had no 
prior restaurant 
experience outside 
of Jimmy John’s. 

The secret to 
their success is 
never doing too 
much, too soon. 
Even when their 
business went legit, every call was taken 
on a cell phone. Aside from the cost of 
the kitchen and the ingredients, their 
only overhead was bike maintenance. 

They plan to continue this gradual 
growth, possibly with a freestanding 
restaurant in the future, but not too soon. 
“We aren’t coming from a place of great 
capital,” says Jimeson, adding that they’re 
reluctant to bring on investors for fear 
of relinquishing creative control. 

Tacos, bikes, cats. Taken separately, 
they’re everyone’s favorite things. 
Together, they’re creative genius. Ride 
on, Taco Cat. Ride on. 

Pro tip: Taco Cat serves brunch on 
Sundays from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m., when 
breakfast burritos come with potatoes, 
eggs, refried black beans, corn pico, crema, 
and cheese. (And yes, you can have these 
delivered for a most righteous hangover 
helper.) B3

Netflix’s true-crime documentary 
series Making a Murderer didn’t just 
capture the Zeitgeist, it held it hostage 
until Stockholm Syndrome set in. One 
guaranteed topic at holiday parties 
in 2015 was whether or not accused 
murderer Steven Avery was a Sconnie 
Richard Kimball, framed for a crime he 
didn’t commit, or the blatantly guilty O. J.

called the Lagoon Theater, it changed 
its name to the Uptown in 1929. The old 
building has survived botched robberies, 
actual robberies, fires, numerous 
renovations, and ownership changes 
over the years, but it remains one of 
the most beloved Twin Cities cultural 
institutions. The celebration starts on 
Friday with a screening of The Women, a 
1939 film that has historical significance 
for the building: It was screened after the 
Uptown re-opened following a fire that 
almost destroyed it in 1938. Other movies

IT’S ABOUT TIME 

TRAFFIC ZONE CENTER FOR VISUAL ART 
How do you capture the passage of 
time? Award-winning photographer 
Laura Crosby explores this question in 
“It’s About Time,” an exhibit at Traffic 
Zone Center for Visual Art. Envisioning 
the trajectory of life as a spiral that 
circles back on itself rather than as a line 
moving only in one direction, she uses 
double exposure and black-and-white 
imagery to collapse time, and to depict 
the inevitable changes, as well as what 
remains the same, in the world from 
past to present. In one photograph, an 
image of a tractor is transposed atop 
one of a farmer manually tossing hay 
into an ox-pulled wagon; in another, 
Crosby's granddaughter, flanked by 


friends, peers into a screen in the 
center of another photograph layered 
with an old-timey image of both sets 
of Crosby’s grandparents. Each of the 
11 photographs in the exhibit is paired 
with a quote that contextualizes — 
but doesn’t judge or opine on — the 
image. Crosby is renowned for her 
documentary photography that focuses 
on marginalized groups such as the 
homeless, refugees, victims of domestic 
violence and sex trafficking, patients 
with anorexia or bulimia, and people 
suffering from Alzheimer’s. There 
will be an opening reception from 6 
to 8 p.m.

A SPIKE LEE JOINT 

TRYLON MICROCINEMA 
The defiantly provocative and intensely 
personal films of Spike Lee stand as 
anomalous visions that challenged the 
status quo by offering a perspective of 
America that was far different than what 
viewers were accustomed to seeing at the 
local multiplex. These groundbreaking 
early works are the focus of A Spike Lee 
Joint, Trylon microcinema’s month¬ 
long salute to one of the most influential 
African American filmmakers in cinema 
history.

Terence Davies reckons with the past once more in Sunset Song

T erence Davies movies don’t 
come around very often, but 
they always announce them¬ 
selves in a way that demands 
attention. 

This isn’t to say they’re loud — the 
English filmmaker speaks quietly, 
confidently, ensuring that viewers 
hang on his every word and bask in 
every arresting visual. Sunset Song, his 
first movie since 2011’s wrenching The 
Deep Blue Sea, opens on a vast field, the 
camera slowly drifting through golden 
wheat before revealing a young woman 
who looks to have spent a great deal of 
time here already. 

Chris Guthrie (Agyness Deyn) is 
one of many siblings in pre-World War 
I Scotland, old enough to be aware of her 


imposing father’s effect on her loving 
mother but too young and otherwise 
powerless to do anything about it. The 
family grows by two before shrinking 
rapidly, partially through a few untimely 
passings and partially by voluntary exile, 
until only father and daughter remain. 
Davies moves from one seismic event 
to another, emphasizing how quickly a 
life can be irrevocably altered for both 
good and bad. 

“There are lovely things in this world, 
lovely that do not endure — and are the 
lovelier for that,” Chris repeats time and 
again. It amounts to Sunset Song s mantra 
(if not Davies’ entire body of work); as 
we might with an actual sunset, we’re 
invited to take in that beauty before it 
blinks out of existence. 

This is a tough countryside, a tough 
time, and simply making it from sunup 


to sundown without collapsing from 
the mental and physical toll is a small 
victory. Chris, with her wispy presence 
and poetic spirit, eventually gets married 
to a strapping young lad and has a child 
of her own. The salad days don’t last 
long, however, and she does her utmost 
to ignore the rumors of war coming from 
the Continent — and the implications 
such a conflict might have on her growing 
family. 

After dramatizing his own childhood 
in early works like The Long Day Closes 
and Distant Voices, Still Lives, Davies has 
shifted to literary adaptations in the latter 
stage of his career: Sunset Song, based 
on the Lewis Grassic Gibbon novel of 
the same name, is preceded by takes on 
Terence Rattigan ( The Deep Blue Sea), 
Edith Wharton ( The House of Mirth), 
and John Kennedy Toole ( The Neon

Bible). All of these are period pieces, 
and in their way feel like extensions of 
a lifelong attempt to make sense of the 
filmmaker’s own upbringing. Davies is 
something of a nostalgist who seems 
incapable of making an impersonal film, 
though there’s hardly a rose-tinted one 
in his repertoire. 

Few of the narrative threads in Sunset 
Songs years-long arc are given as much 
time to develop as they probably should 
be. There’s nevertheless a pain to these 
fragmented recollections, and a beauty 
as well. One can’t exist without the other 
in this film — take in the afternoon sun 
too long and you’ll hurt your eyes. 03 
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Dearly Beloved. We are gathered here today. 
To get through this thing called LIFE.

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A STEADY GIG 

Jane Krentz’s day job is in politics, but she’s worked 
at the Guthrie for 45 years

J ane Krentz started working at the 
Guthrie Theater box office in a part- 
time job when she was a freshman 
in college. That was 45 years ago. 
Through all the ups and downs of a busy, 
accomplished life, including a stint as a 
state senator, she’s remained a Guthrie 
employee. 

“I love the theater,” she says. “I love the 
people, I love the creative energy. I’m still 
close friends with some of the women I 
worked with in the early ’70s. We call our¬ 
selves the Guthrie Divas.” 

Over the course of nearly half a century 
behind the ticket counter, Krentz has seen 
the Guthrie grow from a cozy company 
to a national powerhouse ensconced in a 
towering riverfront complex. During that 
time, she’s taken in every single Guthrie 
production — except for one, a show she 
deliberately avoided. 

“I mentioned that to Joe Dowling at one 
of the opening-night parties,” Krentz says. 
“He said, 'Oh, which one did you miss, 
Jane? Maybe we can do it for you.’ It was 
this horrible play called I Said the Fly by 
June Havoc. When I told him that, he just 
rolled his eyes and said, 'Never mind.’” 

A Minneapolis native then starting school 
at Hamline, Krentz took the Guthrie job at 
age 19 in May 1971 as a way to help pay for 
college and spend more time at the theater. 
In those early days, at the Guthrie’s origi¬ 


nal space adjoining the Walker Art Center, 
Krentz remembers a familial feeling, with 
a core company of actors relaxing at the 
theater’s dram shop after performances. 
"People hung out together, and it had that 
sense of camaraderie. I don’t think it’s 
quite there now, because actors come in 
for a play and then they leave.” 

Krentz has encountered many of the 
greats who’ve graced the Guthrie’s seats 
and stages. She played cribbage with Leon¬ 
ard Nimoy, and she remembers sneaking 
Bob Dylan into the sound booth so he 
could watch concerts without being seen. 
She met Henry Fonda, and once ran into 
Whoopi Goldberg in the ladies’ room. 

The longtime employee developed a 
special friendship with Peter Michael 
Goetz, who thrilled Krentz’s school-age 
children by spending an evening with the 
family at the height of his movie fame, just 
after he’d co-starred in Steve Martin’s 
Father of the Bride. 

Working at the Guthrie meant a potential 
conflict of interest that Krentz avoided 
by recusing herself from relevant votes 
as a state senator, but she nonetheless 
advocated for the theater’s move to its 
new riverfront home. "I worked really 
hard to push and promote it,” she says, 
"because I really believe the Guthrie is a 
national treasure.” 

Though Krentz misses the tight-knit 
community of the Guthrie Theater she 
first knew, she’s excited about the orga¬ 
nization’s future. "I love the energy that 
we get from having three theaters in the 
same building,” she says. "I’m excited for 
Joe Haj.” 

Krentz remains busy with family and 
professional activities — she’s now direc¬ 
tor of the McVay Youth Partnership at 
Hamline, and works as a regional coordi¬ 
nator of environmental legislators — but 
as her 50-year anniversary at the Guthrie 
approaches, she has no plans to leave her 
beloved part-time job. 

"I have so many warm memories of 
all these amazing people over the years,” 
she says. "I will love the Guthrie for the 
rest of my life, I’m sure. It’s just part of 
who I am.” B3

— the Twin Cities’ best summer dance party — wherever it roams

n Sunday afternoons, down¬ 
town Minneapolis rests. 

The previous night’s col¬ 
lared shirts and bachelorette 
tiaras have long since stumbled home. 
Straggling Twins fans linger with their last 
beers before leaving to recharge for the 
work week. Soon 9-to-5ers will reclaim 
the city’s core in an express-bus siege. 

But during these transitional hours, 
downtown — at least a hidden pocket of 
it — belongs to a different crowd. 

A steady bass thump echoes around the 
corner of South Fifth Street and Nicollet 
Mall. Passersby quizzically spin their 
heads, futilely looking for the source. 
An in-the-know beard charges past them 
on the sidewalk, late for the party of 
the week. 

Through the grungy rabbit hole of the 


Pourhouse’s garage, beloved summertime 
dance party Communion is jumpin’. The 
sliver of an alley between the Lumber 
Exchange Building and a depressed park¬ 
ing ramp teems with bodies in motion, a 
funky house track setting the pace. It’s 
Communion’s season kickoff party, a 
date Twin Cities fans of underground 
dance music mark on their calendars 
each year. 

“Whenever Communion starts, that’s 
like the sign that summer is here,” regu¬ 
lar Kyle Goodrich said two weeks ago 
through an amiable beat wave. 

This year marks the 10th anniversary 
— an eternity in nightlife years — of the 
Sunday afternoon/early evening ritual 
that runs weekly through Labor Day. 
While myriad dance nights have risen 
and fallen during its lifespan, the resil¬ 
ient party has withstood feuds with club 
owners and constant displacement, a 


testament to the concept and the crowd. 

Communion was conceived by DJs 
Steve “Centrific” Seuling and Dustin 
Zahn, a former local techno star now 
shining in Berlin. The pair traveled 
around the country while coming up 
together, checking out dance floors in 
other towns. Seuling and Zahn fell in love 
with the early-morning parties they hit in 
Detroit and Miami, which often popped 
up behind a restaurant around sunrise. 
They wanted to capture that extended, 
blissed-out feeling of de-escalation and 
bring it to the Twin Cities. 

“The after-after-party,” as Seuling 
describes it, sitting outside a coffee shop 
in northeast Minneapolis. “The sunshine 
brigade sort of deal, you know?” 

With his beach-bum cadence and 
sunglasses pulled over his eyes, the 
41-year-old’s demeanor matches Com¬ 
munion’s philosophy: keep it low-key 


and surf the psychedelic plane between 
house and techno. For rave vet Seuling, 
whose wheelhouse is those 4-8 a.m. slots, 
that headier style is second nature. But 
it doesn’t exactly vibe with the Top 40 
and electro-house shaking Twin Cities 
clubs Fridays and Saturdays. 

On Sunday, after the party-bus fleet 
calls it a weekend, Seuling and Zahn 
figured they’d be free to spin anything 
they pleased without pandering to the 
downtown masses. After all, a kaleido¬ 
scopic crowd of twentysomethings, old- 
school house-heads, and a dreadlocked 
hippie with elastic limbs beats an empty 
bar. A third founding partner, Jay Tappe 
(Strangelove), helped lock down Solera’s 
rooftop, where Communion resided for its 
first (and stablest) four years. Contrasting 
with Seuling and Zahn’s underground 
techno sensibilities, big-room-leaning 
Tappe is more of a “clubby guy,” Seul-

ing says, and brought a different crowd. 

“In the daylight it always meshed 
well for some reason,” Seuling recalls. 
“It maybe wouldn’t work in a club, but 
it totally worked on a rooftop.” 

Cheap mojitos and ever-flowing sangria 
certainly didn’t hurt. Regardless, in 2011 
Communion crossed the street to newly 
opened Crave, where Tappe landed a job. 
After two years of afternoon roof parties, 
the owners wanted to change the name 
and shift toward more mainstream music. 
Seuling reluctantly agreed. 

But two weeks in things imploded when 
owner Kam Talebi didn’t care for Seuling’s 
selection. According to Seuling, the dance 
floor was packed when Talebi approached 
the D J booth. “He whispered in my ear, T 
thought I told you never to play this shit in 
my club again,”’ Seuling recalls. 

That night he typed up his “I quit” letter, 
and by noon the next day Communion had 
a new (very temporary) home. With Zahn 
having already split for world techno capital 
Berlin and Tappe staying at Crave, Seul¬ 
ing recruited Christian James to relaunch 
Communion at Insert Coins. They threw 
one party in a courtyard the bar appar¬ 
ently had no rights to before shifting to 
400 Soundbar. 

However, their reign outside the North 
Loop club was also cut short. As the summer 
of 2014 wound down, a shooting that sent 
nine people to the hospital — one of whom 
eventually died from gunshot wounds — 
abruptly shuttered Soundbar. 

“OK, we got three weeks left,” says Seul¬ 
ing, recalling his internal pep talk. “Let’s

FLORENCE + THE MACHINE 

XCEL ENERGY CENTER, THURSDAY 6.2 
Kate Bush may have beaten her to the 
heights, but if any diva was destined to 
roam the Yorkshire moors looking for 
Heathcliff, it had to be Florence Welch. 
Musically, it’s as if she’s stumbling across 
the rocks while being pelted by rain, 
fiery hair billowing around her while a 
primal wail escapes her golden throat 
into the gale. Welch is intimately aware 
of the powers of melodrama, soul-baring 
intensity, and passion, elements that have 
characterized her work since she first 
exhaled onto the scene last decade with 
Lungs. The brooding London artiste lays it 
on the line with starkly confessional lyrics 
and artful, bombastic arrangements. She 
dialed down the scale a bit on her year- 
old third album, How Big How Blue How 
Beautiful, which is still suitably grand 
to fill arenas with craggy mysticism and 
avant-pop smarts. What’s brand-new is a 
short film featuring Welch and much of 
the How Big material, audaciously titled 



do whatever we can to keep it going. We’ve 
never been stopped before. We’ve moved 
in the middle of the summer and never 
missed abeat. We don’t want to do that now.” 

After finishing the year at Skyway The¬ 
atre, Communion jumped to its current 
and unlikely location a few blocks down 
Hennepin Avenue at the Pourhouse, its 
fifth home in as many years. There’s little 
overlap between the party bar’s usual Fire¬ 
ball brigade and the techno fiends who 
now cap their weekends on its makeshift 
patio. But in true Communion fashion, it 
somehow works. Beneath an industrial fire 
escape stairwell and an air duct worming 
out from the weathered brick building, 
the concrete crevice feels like the site of 
a pop-up mini rave. 

Most importantly, they are free to play 
what they want and have built a crowd 
willing to take chances with them. 

“We’re kind of like shamen,” James 
muses. “We don’t really play what people 
want to hear. We give ’em what they need.” 

Though the details are still unfolding, 
Seuling plans to properly toast Commu¬ 
nion’s anniversary at Wisconsin’s Even 
Further festival. The woodland rave, which 
famously brought then-unknown Daft Punk 
to the U.S. for the first time, is hatching a 
reunion bash the third weekend in August, 
Seuling says. 

Beyond that, Seuling plans to keep hold¬ 
ing his Sunday techno service as long as 
it has a home and loyal dressed-to-sweat 
parishioners. 

“I can never quit anything,” he quips with 
a smirk. “I never know when to stop.” B3

CEDAR CULTURAL CENTER, FRIDAY 6.3 
The Staves whip up ethereally beauti¬ 
ful, pristine melodies and spectacular 
harmonies deeply rooted in English trad 
folk. The English sisterly trio of Camille, 
Jessica, and Emily Staveley-Taylor write 
their own tales of sadness, toil, heartbreak, 
misfortune, and lust. After the release of 
their debut album, Dead St Born St Grown, 
the Staves toured with Bon Iver, hitting 
it off so well with Justin Vernon that he 
invited them to his Eau Claire, Wisconsin, 
studio. That visit culminated with the 
impromptu recording of their second LP, 
2015’s If I Was. Although the arrange¬ 
ments retain characteristic sparseness, 
Vernon heightens the dramatic intensity 
with a slew of subtle touches: the scut¬ 
tling piano of “The Shining,” the swirling, 
billowy harmonies of “Let Me Down,” 
the lush, conspiratorial hum of “No Me, 
No You, No More,” and the sublime folk- 
rock of “Black & White.”

ICEHOUSE, SATURDAY 6.4 
Gordi is the professional alias of 22-year- 
old Australian singer-songwriter Sophie 
Payten. She created a stir Down Under

EP, Clever Disguise. A handful of strik¬ 
ing singles and a cool cover of Courtney 
Barnett’s “Avant Gardener” have already 
spurred substantial global buzz. She calls 
her stuff folktronica. It glistens with that 
implied combination of earthy and ethe¬ 
real, compounded by dark-hued pop lyri¬ 
cism, and is delivered by a magical voice. 
On the EP, Gordi sometimes hauntingly 
multi-tracks her voice, but with a deft 
touch that avoids gimmickry. Instead, 
it adds more facets to her remarkable 
arrangements: intricately laced, nuanced 
layers of twinkling electronica punctu¬ 
ated by fissures of light and shadow. She 
anchors her emotional songs with acoustic 
guitar or piano and a voice that hints at 
Laurel Canyon.

On his 2013 solo debut, High Top Mountain, 
Sturgill Simpson came across as a 1970s 
country outlaw, specifically influenced by 
the muscular, hard-bitten sound of Waylon 
Jennings. Simpson’s baritone still recalls 
Jennings (whom he admitted never really 
listeningto), but on his newA Sailor’s Guide 
to Earth, he utilizes the clipped phrasing 
and R&B intonation of Van Morrison. Simp¬ 
son, 37, takes those retro-country tendrils 
on a wild ride that touches on Memphis 
and Motown soul, psychedelia, Southern 
rock, and blues, with chamber strings and 
the blazing Dap Kings horns thrown in 
for good measure. By now it’s clear he’s 
forging a unique path, an outlaw outlier 
whose maverick inclinations surfaced on 


his breakout psychedelic country album, 
2014’s Metamodern Sounds in Country 
Music.

After all this time, there’s still a lasting mis¬ 
conception that the Cure are just gloomy 
goth dudes with a knack for remarkable 
pop-rock songs.

architects of vast musical universes with 
shifting emotional cores. Almost 40 years 
after guyliner enthusiast Robert Smith 
and Co. emerged in post-punk England, 
the band continues to complexly evolve. 
They’ve endured longer than most of their 
initial peers on the strength of their con¬ 
cise singles, as well as the kaleidoscopic 
musicianship of their best-loved albums.

TYLER, THE CREATOR

Since emerging as the ringleader of insur¬ 
gent hip-hop collective Odd Future, lyler, 
the Creator has been a fearless and rest¬ 
less force in different mediums. Aside 
from his music, he directs goofy, some¬ 
times disturbing music videos and the 
Adult Swim sketch-comedy series Loiter 
Squad, among other creative endeavors. 
As for the music, his extremely sexual 
and violent lyricism initially overshad¬ 
owed the chaos that actually made his 
early solo projects work. Fortunately, 
2009’s Bastard and 2011’s Wolf still hold 
up, and Tyler’s new stuff is more notable 
for adventurous beats than any reckless 
subject matter. Last year’s Cherry Bomb 
might be the only rap album in history to 
sound equally influenced by Stevie Wonder, 
Iggy Pop, and the Neptunes. These days, 
lyler is collaborating with older rap stars 
like Kanye, Lil Wayne, and Schoolboy Q 
as rumors of OF’s breakup persist.

I don’t want to be

T here’s this boy — he’s 29; I’m 46 
and female. We met when we were 
23 and 41. The Kid chased me, and 
I turned him down for months 
— until I got drunk one night and caved. It 
was supposed to be a one-night stand, but it 
isn’t anymore. We’ve never been “together,” 
because the Kid wants kids and happily ever 
after and all that horseshit, and I don’t (and 
I’m too old even if I did).

DON’T CALL ME COUGAR 

I don’t see any conflict between what the 
Kid says he wants in the long run — kids 
and happily ever after and all that horseshit 
— and the things his actions indicate he 
wants now, i.e., your rear and your ear. He’s 
young, he hasn’t met a woman he could see 
himself with for the long haul, and in the 
meantime he has you. 

Here’s where I detect some conflict 
between statements and actions: The fact 
that you keep fucking the Kid while he’s 
technically still with other women is a pretty 
good indication that you’re not ready to 
let go of him, either.

TORRID REVELATIONS 
UNDERMINING TOTAL HONESTY 

The truth is always nice — and in your case 
telling the truth about your relationship 
could be constructive. 

There are a lot of people out there in 
loving committed relationships (LCR) that 
had crazy sleazy starts (CSS). But very few 
people in a LCR with a CSS tell the truth 
when asked how they met. A couple who 
met at a sex party will say they met at a 
dinner party, a couple that met inside a cage 
in a sex dungeon will say they met doing a 
team-building exercise at a work retreat, 
a couple that met during an impulsive, 
drunken threesome will say they met at 
a riotous protest outside a Trump rally. 

These lies are understandable: People 
don’t want to be judged or shamed.

And they play 
into the sex-negative, self-defeating, and 
super-hypocritical assumption made by 
singles who attend sex parties, spend time 
in cages, and have impulsive threesomes — 
these single people who do sleazy things 
often refuse to date the people they meet 
at sex parties, etc., because they believe no 
LCR ever had a CSS. If couples that had 
sleazy starts told the truth about themselves, 
single people would be less likely to rule 
out dating people they met sleazily.
